These 
are problems all of us have. 

I would, like to see the project go on and I hope that 
you will do it. If not, I would like to write Barnsley 
and tell him your feelings and Ned and I will come to 
a conclusion as to what to do with the wonderful start 
you have made. I will always respect you regardless 
of what decision you make. I know the frustrations 
of numismatics, the lack of cooperation of other numis- 
matists, the thanklessness of the work, the time taken 
from my family, and, yet, it has given me and my family 
a full measure of happiness. 

Write me again and do what is best for you without 
regard to the feelings of others. You are doing mere 
than your part by offering to turn over the work which 
you have already accomplished.
